For many university libraries, space shortage remains a major challenge, 
particularly balancing the need for increasing study space whilst some physical 
collections continue to grow. To tackle this issue, the HE sector has worked in 
partnership with the British Library (BL) since 2007 to manage print journals 
collaboratively through the UK Research Reserve (UKRR) programme funded by 
the Higher Education Funding Council for England (HEFCE). The community has 
worked together in creating and enhancing a national distributed collection so 




participating libraries can make informed decision about their print stock whilst 
ensuring continued access to print research material. The collaborative efforts on 
print, low-use journals have seen more than 107km of material being processed 
so far and achieved significant savings for the sector and releasing space for 
repurposing.

Academic libraries seek to engage people with information resources and 
maximize use of library spaces. When users increasingly rely on digital rather than 
print resources, libraries respond by shifting space usage from stacks to user 
working and reading spaces. How then do we, as academic library professionals, 
best keep print collections on public view and maximize user engagement? In this 
whitepaper, we focus on fostering engagement with print resources among 
library users, particularly with open stackl print collections and users within the 
local community. We advocate moving toward a more flexible, more 
user-focused service that makes library collections easier to understand and to 
use. Libraries need to work with their surrounding communities in the further 
development and presentation of their collections. 

We offer a flexible, a la carte approach to transforming open stack academic 
library print collection management. We have developed a three-tiered system of 
potential approaches and actions for academic libraries to foster engagement 
with their collections. We also include materials and tools to help guide individual 




libraries towards a data-driven approach to print curation that may be tailored to 
their local context. We hope that these approaches and tools aid academic 
libraries in helping users engage in meaningful dialogues with print resources.

In this report, we are pleased to 
present the results of the work of this group, including recommendations for the 
adoption of new technologies, standards, and protocols that will help repositories 
become more integrated into the web environment and enable them to play a 
larger role in the scholarly communication ecosystem. The current system for 
disseminating research, which is dominated by commercial publishers, is far from 
ideal. In an economic sense, prices for both subscriptions and APCs are 
over-inflated and will likely continue to rise at unacceptable rates. Additionally, 
there are significant inequalities in the international publishing system both in 
terms of access and participation. The incentives built into the system, which 
oblige researchers to publish in traditional publishing venues, perpetuate these 
problems and greatly stifle our ability to evolve and innovate. At COAR, we 
believe the globally distributed network of more than 3000 repositories can be 
leveraged to create a more sustainable and innovative system for sharing and 
building on the results of research.

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Who speaks when you speak? Who writes when you write? Is it "you"—is 
it the "I" that you think you are? Or are we the chance inheritors of an invasive, 
exterior parasite—a parasite that calls itself "Being" or "Language?" If our sense of 
self is best defined on the basis of an exterior, parasitical force that enters us 
from the outside, then the "self" is no longer a centralized or agential "inside," 
but rather becomes reconfigured as the result of an "outside" that parasitizes the 
"inside"-as-host. Rough versions of this model can be found in several traditions 
of continental philosophy: in Lacan, Derrida, Serres, Kristeva, Foucault, Baudrillard, 
to name a few. However, the full implications of this ontological model have yet 
to be addressed: what are its consequences for a theory of subjects, objects, and 
the agencies that intersect with them? How does this framework alter our 
understandings of the human and the non-human, the vital and the material?An 
off-kilter point of view is required to consider this historical and philosophical 
situation. Language Parasites argues that the best way to conceive of the "self" or 





"subject" as something linguistically and ontologically constituted by an 
aggressive and parasitical outside is by asking the following question: "what is 
the being of a parasite?" In addressing this challenge, Braune combines 
speculative philosophy with 'Pataphysics (the absurdist science, invented by 
Alfred Jarry, that theorizes a physics beyond both the para and the meta, 
resulting in the pata). These theoretical collisions betray a variety of swerves that 
extend to the social (as a parasite semiotics), the cultural (as the invasive force of 
memes), the aesthetic (as the transition of postmodernism to postmortemism), 
the linguistic (as found in Saussure's paranoid researches into the paragram), the 
poetic (as seen in Christopher Dewdney's journey into "Parasite Maintenance" 
and Christian Bok's attempts to embed a poem in a bacterium), and the literary 
(as para-cited in Henry Miller's experience of housing a parasite named "Conrad 
Moricand"). The "voice" of the parasite can be found in what Saussure calls the 
"paragram"—the uncanny messages that lurk hidden underneath the written 
word. And what does the parasite say? Or, does its speech reject human ears?lf 
the voice of the parasite mutters in the ear of the subject, then an anterior 
theoretical listening—a phorontology—is required, one that can negate the 
anthropocentric regimes of binaristic thought: the dyads of good and evil, right 
and wrong, male and female, inside and outside, etc. Language Parasites 
effectively transjects these dyads and emerges from these revealed sites and 
para-sites with a banquet of new philosophical concepts. Each of these 
concepts—such as "postmortemism," "hyperhistory," "the subject-of" or the 
"transject"—is selected for its intrinsic usefulness: they are scalpels and tools that 
can helpfully transcend anthropocentric dyads in order to unveil the continua of 
the non-human.The careful reader will already realize that Language Parasites is 
the result of a philosophical continental infection: it is the location of a meeting 
between the Derrida-parasite, the Serres-parasite, the Lacan-parasite, the 
Foucault-parasite, the Hegel-parasite, the Laruelle-parasite, and many other 
philosophical parasites. These parasites act as the hosts of other philosophies, 
each parasiting the other. Philosophy qua philosophy becomes the complex 
locale of a vigorous negotiation between host and parasite—a complex world 
that also implicates the author (lying on the postmortem slab) and the reader 
(requiring some form of medical or philosophical intervention). Language 
Parasites offers exactly this kind of medico-philosophical treatment: it is a tincture 
and a curative for your philosophical needs and ailments.

The future of work depends upon several factors, long-term 
competitiveness and the demographic developments, etc. However, one of the 
main drivers of technological change in the foreseeable future is digitalization 
and central to this development is the production and use of digital logic circuits 
and its derived technologies, including the computer, the smart phone and the 
Internet. Smart automation will perhaps not cause overall job losses but may lead 
to considerable shifts in the structure of employment, e.g. regarding industries, 
occupations, skills and tasks. Taking the case of Germany the paper indicates that 
in the future it will be difficult to tackle structural labour market issues such as 
skill shortages, the persistence of unemployment or inequality with regard to 
forms of employment. Due to the increasing demand for new tasks, skill gaps 
between job requirements and the abilities of workers can also occur to a greater 
extent. Prerequisites (e.g. concerning the level of qualification) to re-enter the 
labour market will probably be higher in the future. However, due to lack of solid 
evidence, policy implications can only address more general issues. The case of 
Germany highlights four main areas of concern that need focus: continuous skill 
development, intelligent employment regulations, more preventive labour market 
policies and a complementary role of social dialogue.
